REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 
2003 


This year, the Town of Swanzey marked the 250 anniversary of its incorporation as a 
municipality. As the Town celebrates this anniversary of its charter, we encourage today’s 
citizens to reflect how life in Swanzey and our region has changed since arrival of our first 
settlers and how their efforts to carve out a community in the wilderness remain visible and 
define our region’s character with roadsides and property lines marked by historic stone walls 
and river crossings made by covered bridges. Early settlers came together to improve the 
newly incorporated town, considering the layout of highways for the convenience of travel and 
commerce, establishment of schools, issues related to safety and security, as well as the 
construction of meetinghouses. Today’s citizens continue to come together to improve our 
town, providing input and participating in public meetings that determine the course followed 
by their government. The 2003 Annual Report contains narrative reports and statistical data 
from town boards, committees and departments. It seeks to provide citizens with an account of 
its government’s current activities and programs, as well as information about plans and 
issues that our community will contemplate in 2004 and future years. 


Much of the Board’s focus in 2003 has been directed at town infrastructure and development 
of plans to improve in the quality of life for our citizens, while providing a climate that will 
promote positive community development that will preserve our town’s rural character. Some 
projects continue in 2004, while others moved to fruition during the year, including: 
> Continued design work for the replacement of the West Street Bridge (west of NH Route 
10). Poor soil conditions, combined with flooding concerns, have made replacement of 
this bridge complicated and costly. We anticipate bidding this project in the spring and 
plan for its reconstruction during the summer of 2004. Fortunately, 80% of this 
project’s cost is being funded through the NH Department of Transportation’s Bridge 
Aid Program. Once this project is complete, attention will be directed to the culvert 
bridge at Cobble Hill Road. We are concerned that many of the issues, which have 
made replacement of the West Street Bridge more complex, will exist at this location as 
well. 
> Working together with Keene and Marlborough, negotiations to renew our cable 
franchise agreement were completed in 2003. This multi-year project resulted ina 15 
year agreement with Time-Warner and provides an opportunity for development of local 
programming with a PEG (public-education-government) channel for the three 
communities. 
Planning and coordination work necessary for the North Swanzey Project, which 
includes the provision of municipal sewer in the North Swanzey area, road and drainage 
improvements, as well as water line upgrades, has continued in 2003. After Town 
Meeting when voters authorized bonding for the sewer, road and drainage work, the 
North Swanzey Water and Fire Precinct voters unanimously approved additional 
funding to upgrade waterlines on the east side of Wilson Pond. Since Town Meeting in 
March 2003, the Town’s application for Community Development Block Grant funds 
was approved and will bring an additional $700,000 in grants toward the sewer portion 
of the project. Much effort has gone into coordinating this project with numerous 
planning meetings between project engineers, Selectmen, Sewer and Water 
Commissioners. Pre-qualification of project contractors has been initiated and this 
project will be bid in the spring, as well. This sewer project, with a multi-year 
construction schedule, will allow the town to more fully utilize the capacity “purchased” 
at the Keene Wastewater Treatment Plant and establishes the utility linkage needed for 
development of additional infrastructure in the Tax Increment Financial District. 
> After addressing the breakdown of the road surface caused by harsh winter conditions, 
New Hampshire Department of Transportation completed the construction of the bridge 
north of the high school. In 2004, the Town will initiate a project that will result in 
extension of the sidewalk network north from the high school. This project is partially 
funded through the New Hampshire Department of Transportation with the town 
raising its 20% of the estimated project cost at town meetings in 2002 and 2003.

Attention was also focused on continuing to improve the operation and financial stability of the 
Carpenter Home. Expansion of the home’s license was completed and will allow fixed expenses 
to be spread over a greater number of residents, improving its financial viability. Resident 
census, as well as monthly revenue generated by the operation, has increased. In October, 
Administrator Jim Beeler accepted a new professional opportunity and recruitment was 
initiated for a new administrator, resulting in Katie Corliss assuming the administrative 
responsibilities in early December. A forest management plan was developed for the Swanzey 
and Westmoreland parcels, held for the benefit of the home. Maintenance issues associated 
with older buildings, such as the home, remain challenging. Managing the timber assets of 
the home will provide some of the income necessary to address these challenges. As with any 
new business opportunity, we have learned much over the past two years and are looking 
forward toward a secure future for the Carpenter Home. 


Residential and commercial growth experienced in 2003 and planned for 2004 will place 
greater demands on our town’s personnel. Expansion of hours for the town’s part time code 
enforcement officer’s position has been included in the 2004 budget, to try to keep pace with 
construction activity. With part-time staffing, much of our enforcement efforts remain reactive 
versus proactive. Other town departments are also working hard to meet the demands of our 
growing town. 


Issues, which efforts will be directed to in 2004, include continued work on the North Swanzey 
project and an inventory of town roads with development of multi-year plans for their 
maintenance and improvement. Study of the West Swanzey Water Company, repair plans for 
the Upper Wilson Pond diversion dam and canal and upgrading and improving the town’s 
facility at Richardson Park are planned. Monitoring of Department of Environment Services’ 
efforts analyzing the proposed removal of the Dickenson Dam (Homestead Woolen Mill) will also 
continue. 


Another chore to be completed in 2004 (that Selectmen and staff find challenging, as do our 
taxpayers) is revaluation of town properties. As many know, data collection of properties 
within the town has been taking place since last summer. Sales analysis and field review will 
occur before the “announcement” of new values this summer. With 3,500 parcels to be 
reviewed, your patience is appreciated as we work through this project aimed at being fair to 
everyone. 


Again, we urge residents to read the reports of departments, boards, committees and agencies 
who endeavor, in limited space, to educate everyone on the activities of the prior year and the 
challenges ahead for our Town. Key to meeting those challenges is the support of the people of 
Swanzey. If you have an interest — sports, hiking, biking, history, public safety, gardening, 
reading, working with kids or the elderly - we can use you! The efforts of volunteers, board, 
committee and commission members, firefighters, rescue and emergency management 
personnel, as well as the efforts of all employees the Town’s departments, will allow the town to 
continue to meet future challenges.

TOWN HALL 
2003 


The Town Hall staff provides a variety of services to the residents of Swanzey. It serves as a link 
between its citizens, part time officials, town departments and numerous boards and committees. 
Some of the services that frequently bring residents to Town Hall include motor vehicle registration, 
dog licensing, vital records and related licenses, assessment and land use inquiries, payment of taxes 
and sewer bills. Town Hall is regularly open Monday through Friday from 9 am to 5 pm, excluding 
holidays. If you have any questions regarding Town government, zoning or other matters, please call 
the Town Hall at 352-7411. 


The Town Hall has recently initiated an upgrade of its computer system. In addition to upgrading 
customer service applications, workstations are now networked and able to access high speed 
internet. Access to speedier internet connections has improved productivity and provides for 
opportunities to begin to move certain tasks “on line.” In 2004, as part of the revaluation project, 
further upgrades will be completed. 


As many of you know, the Town initiated a revaluation project during the Summer of 2003. With the 
adoption of the statewide education property tax and litigation at the state level initiated by 
communities concerned about ensuring fairness and equity in the property tax system, the State of 
New Hampshire developed guidelines for the “certification” of a town’s assessments and assessment 
practices. Because values town wide have not been updated since 1996, it is anticipated that 
completion of the revaluation project (with new values to be released in the summer of 2004) will 
bring many residents to Town Hall. Prior to the release of values, staff will be working to update and 
verify exemptions, tax credits and current use information. Your cooperation and quick response to 
inquiries or requests for documentation will be greatly appreciated by staff. Work initiated during 
2003 beginning the process to verify exemptions went smoothly, due to the patience and cooperation 
of the town’s residents. 


“Swanzey Uncovered” will continue to be published twice a year covering the events of our Town’s 
various committees and departments. In addition to the Town’s newsletter, residents may also 
obtain information regarding Town Government at www.town.swanzey.nh.us. This website includes 
a directory of Town officials, minutes from the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board and Zoning Board 
of Adjustment meetings, press releases, notices of job opportunities and the monthly town calendar. 


By participating in town government, each and every citizen makes Swanzey a better place. Your 
input, efforts and support is needed for projects such as the Master Plan Update, Bike/Ped 
Committee, Historical Museum, Old Home Day Celebration, “The Old Homestead” play and the many 
other community events and projects that make Swanzey special. If you would like to serve ona 
committee, volunteer to help with an event, or would like to find out more information on your town 
or its government, please contact us at Town Hall.

PLANNING BOARD 
2003 


During 2003, the Planning Board reviewed 61 applications, including 16 applications for site 
plan review and 9 subdivision applications. In addition to acting on submitted applications, 
the Board also met with many potential applicants to discuss proposed projects, conducted 
site visits and drafted proposed zoning amendments. 


The Board also held public hearings during the early part of 2003 on the Swanzey Master 
Plan Update. On February 6, 2003, the Planning Board formally adopted the plan as 
presented by the Master Plan Subcommittee. The Planning Board again thanks all the 
members of the Subcommittee for the time and effort they put into generating the 2003 
Master Plan Update. 


Another project being worked on by a subcommittee of the Planning Board is the Open 
Space Planning Pilot Project. This project is being facilitated by the Southwest Region 
Planning Commission and the Monadnock Conservancy. It is anticipated that the Open 
Space Committee will be presenting an Open Space Plan to be reviewed and (hopefully) 
adopted as part of the continuing update of the Master Plan. 


Finally, the Board has had numerous discussions regarding various issues effecting 
Swanzey. From projects such as the potential siting of the Cheshire County House of 
Corrections in Town—to continued residential growth, the Board considers how best to plan 
for the Town’s future. This is not always an easy task and there are often varying opinions 
(both amongst the Board members and from the public). It is important that community 
members take the time to become informed and involved. Planning Board meetings are held 
on the first and third Thursday of every month at 7:00 pm at the Town Hall. In addition, 
questions regarding Planning Board matters may be directed to Town Planner Sara 
Carbonneau at Town Hall.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 
2003 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment (ZBA) is a board whose function is to hear appeal 
applications from property owners who have applied for relief from the terms of the Swanzey 
Zoning Ordinance. The ZBA has the power to hear the following: requests for variances, 
requests for special exceptions, appeals from administrative decisions and requests for 
equitable waivers from dimensional requirements. 


In 2003, the ZBA heard thirty-five cases. Twenty-one were for special exceptions, twelve 
were for variances and two were for an appeal from an administrative decision. The Board 
conducted three site visits. 


The ZBA meets on the 34 Monday of each month at 7:00 pm at the Town Hall with the 
exception of February when it meets on the 2"4 Monday. Notices of public hearings are 
posted at the Town Hall, Mt. Caesar Library and the two post offices. In addition, notices 
are published in the Keene Sentinel and sent by certified mail to all abutters. Minutes are 
available for review at the Town Hall or on the Town’s website at www.town.swanzey.nh.us. 


Questions regarding the ZBA and its function may be addressed to Sara Carbonneau, Town 
Planner at the Town Hall.

CODE ENFORCEMENT DEPARTMENT REPORT 
2003 


The Code Enforcement Department currently consists of the Code Enforcement Officer and the Fire 
Inspector. Both of these positions are part time. The Code Enforcement Department hold regular 
office hours on Wednesday evenings from 7 to 8:30 pm and Wednesday afternoons by appointment 
only. Inspections and consultations are scheduled on an as- requested basis. 


The Code Enforcement Department is responsible for the review and issuance of building permits, as 
well as conducting inspections during construction and issuing certificates of occupancy. In 
addition, the Code Enforcement Officer is charged with the responsibility of investigating and 
enforcing code and zoning violations as well as the review of development to ensure compliance with 
approved site plans. The Fire Inspector is also responsible for conducting inspections for the 
issuance of occupancy permits. 


During the 2003 calendar year, the Code Enforcement Department issued 157 building permits. The 
estimated value of construction during 2003 was $8,208,660.00. 


Building in Swanzey has also been effected by new state laws-specifically the adoption of what is 
referred to as the “Statewide Building Code.” The Statewide Building Code includes the International 
Building, Plumbing, Mechanical, and Energy Conservation Codes as well as the National Electricity 
Code, all impacting commercial construction. In addition, the State adopted the International 
Residential Code for modular housing. “Stick-built” residential housing in Swanzey continues to be 
regulated by the BOCA Code. Residents should note that proposed amendment #6 (to be voted upon 
on March 9, 2004) would adopt the International Residential Code 2000 with minor amendments, as 
well as adopting the building codes utilized by the State. These codes run hundreds of pages long, 
are very detailed, and require expertise and training in their administration. 


As Swanzey continues to grow, more attention should be given to the role and responsibilities of the 
Code Enforcement Department. To effectively meet the demand for services (including inspections 
relating to building projects, site plans, and other land use approvals; investigations generated asa 
result of citizen concerns; and enforcement of code violations) an expansion of the current 
department may be necessary in the near future.

SWANZEY POLICE DEPARTMENT 
2003 


2003 proved to be a very busy year for the Swanzey Police Department. The commercial and 
residential growth in Cheshire County could be felt in the demands on our department’s 
resources. We experienced close to a 10% increase in the number of calls we responded to, 
as compared to last year. Looking to the near future, I envision the demands on the Police 
Department’s resources being challenged at an even greater rate. All of the town’s resources 
will be taxed; Swanzey appears to be on the verge of dynamic and explosive growth. Looking 
at what this growth consists of and what growth is inevitable in the near term, our town 
services need to be ready to provide quality service to meet the rising demands. This 
explosive growth will certainly challenge all department heads to plan ahead. 


Our community’s population is perched for a greater than 10% increase. The recently 
completed 18 unit apartment complex on Main Street; the “under construction” 90 unit, two 
bedroom complex, Haley Heights on West Swanzey Road; the 32 unit, two and three 
bedroom “affordable housing” apartment complex, Evergreen Knoll, which is also on West 
Swanzey Road; the 42 new, single family homes off Flat Roof Mill Road that will be 
connected to Woodland Heights development; the 1,500 student New Hampshire Technical 
College campus scheduled to be constructed in Swanzey at Dillant-Hopkins Airport; and the 
completion of the North Swanzey Water and Sewer Project that will open the gates for 
commercial development in that area, are certainties that will demand and require increased 
police service. 


We've continued to improve our customer service in our implementation of the Community 
Policing Philosophy that I strongly believe in. Our officers have worked with two 
Neighborhood Watch Programs; we continue to regularly visit our elementary schools, 
interacting with both the staff and the students; and we continue to build on our 
partnership with Monadnock Regional High School’s internship program. We had two high 
school students as interns this past year. We have developed our Department’s Core 
Values: Fairness, Compassion, and Integrity. Our core values are the key to how we deliver 
our services. 


We were unfortunate to have two officers suffer long-term injuries this past year. Both 
officers were unavailable for active police duty for more than three months each and this 
severely impacted scheduling for shift coverage. One officer has undergone surgery and has 
been out of work since September 7‘, due to a work related injury. He is not expected to 
return to full duty until late spring at the earliest. 


Our officers continue to attend professional development and advanced training programs to 
help us stay on the leading edge of law enforcement technology and concepts. As chief, I am 
actively involved in several county and state law enforcement committees, including being 
the President of the Cheshire County Police Chief’s Association. I believe this involvement 
will benefit the Town of Swanzey. The Swanzey Police Department believes strongly in being 
a “team player.” We continue to focus on working harmoniously with other town 
departments to improve the quality of life in Swanzey. 


I am very proud to be a member of the Swanzey Police Department. Swanzey is fortunate to 
have caring and conscientious personnel in their police department. I would like to thank 
each and every one of our officers and support staff for their work ethic and job 
performance. 


I encourage members of the community to get to know their police officers. I look forward to 
citizens stopping by the station, asking questions and learning what we do. I believe it is 
important for us to have a partnership with the community we serve. I think they will like 
what they see and hear. Our officers help keep Swanzey a safe community in which to 


reside. It is, however, a very busy community with regard to police activities and demands. 
The following is some statistical information with regard to a sampling of the types and 
numbers of incidents the Swanzey Police Department handled in 2003.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 
2003 


The Department of Public Works started 2003 on the run. We worked the first ten days of the year- 
plowing, applying salt and sand to the roads. All but one of those days involved overtime hours. We 
worked on winter maintenance 18 out of the 31 days in January. This gave us very few days to clean 
the trucks or do anything other than necessary repairs. Then February’s weather kept it going with 
us doing winter maintenance over half of the month. The temperature didn’t help us out either, 
while we didn’t see extreme cold, the temperature didn’t rise above freezing for weeks. We were all 
glad that the weather changed for the better halfway through March. Due to the number of storms 
we dealt with, the department had to ask for a budget increase at town meeting. 


2003 also brought back something I haven’t seen in a while- mud season. It caught a few new 
comers to the area by surprise but judging from news reports our roads weren’t all that bad. 


When winter finally came to an end, the summer and fall were much wetter than normal. I won’t 
complain because our neighbors to the north got hit a lot worse. Gravel roads suffer the most during 
the wetter years, because you can’t grade mud. We were able to pave just over a mile of road with 
cold mix asphalt and chip seal 4.8 miles of road. We also shimmed Homestead Avenue and repaved 
Ashuelot Street. 


The department was also involved with a variety of projects all around town. We installed a new 
sidewalk at the police station, fixed a burn pit at the recycling center, replaced the sidewalks at the 
Carpenter Home, and cut some trees at Richardson Park. At the public works garage, the well 
needed work and the furnace had to be replaced. 


As I was looking for a light to the beginning of 2004 winter I got blasted again. I don’t mind snow 
storms but, to have the first two storms dump over a foot of snow and come on weekends, that’s bad. 
Thankfully, the weather calmed down to give us all a little rest through the holidays. 


I keep hoping for a year of normal weather but I guess that is not going to happen. Please feel free to 
call the Public Works Department at 352-7116 if you see something on the town roads that needs 
attention or if you notice a street light out.

SUPERVISOR OF CEMETERIES REPORT 
2003 


The 2003 season began with our annual spring burials and cremations. The new trend 
seems to be headed in the direction of more people using cremations as opposed to a full 
burial. This increase is about 50% above any previous years. As this trend continues, it will 
extend the use of our present cemeteries by as much as five years or more. 


I have had numerous inquiries this past year regarding why the American flags were not 
placed on family graves. Since many of the older veterans who were responsible for putting 
flags on the graves have now passed away, records are not available for the younger 
veterans to continue the tradition. Also, many new veteran’s graves do not have flag 
holders. The reason may be due to the increased cost of the bronze holders so that the 
American Legion and VFW cannot no longer justify the cost in purchasing these holders for 
the graves. 


It is possible you may have seen many American flags stuck into the ground. When a flag is 
placed in the ground beside a military stone it then becomes a problem for the mowing 
crews. These stones are placed flush with the ground so it is easier to mow the grass. All 
flag holders should be located on either side of the main stone. You cooperation will be 
gratefully appreciated. 


Preplanning your funeral arrangements can help your loved ones know what your wishes 
are ahead of time and hopefully give some peace of mind to your family at that time.

RECYCLING CENTER/TRANSFER STATION 
2003 


Another “First” this year! You recycled MORE than you threw out! Swanzey’s recycling rate 
was 50.6% and the State’s goal was 40%. 


You have been busy in 2003. You brought in over 300 tons more than you did in 2002 and, 
of that, 230 tons were recycled. Specifically, paper was up 16%, plastic 10%, aluminum 
10%, textiles 100%, construction debris 28% and the volume deposit containers grew by 
32,700! 


There are very few towns that have achieved this rate. Congratulations and thank you for 
your efforts. 


Our new textiles program has been going exceptionally well as we have recycled over 14 
tons. In just 6 months we saved over $1,000 in landfill costs. 


Revenue, of approximately $78,000, was higher than anticipated due to a stronger 
recyclables market and a higher volume of drop off fees (primarily construction debris). We 
look for the markets to remain at this level through 2004. The market for glass, however, 
remains flat and we are stockpiling glass for anticipated use as drainage material/ fill for 
upgrading the Swanzey bike path/rail beds. 


Much of our success has been due to marketing most of our recyclables through the 
Northeast Resource Recovery Association; a regional marketing and educational cooperative 
compromised of hundreds of municipalities throughout the Northeast. While Swanzey has 
been represented on the Marketing Committee for several years, it now has a seat on the 
Board of Trustees. 


We remind you again to be aware of the signs at the Recycling Center. Requirements do 
change (although we try to keep them to a minimum) and we ask that you become aware of 
and abide by the instructions. 


And as always, don’t forget our free programs: kindling wood, wood chips, and the Free 
Exchange.

SEWER COMMISSION REPORT 
2003 


At town meeting 2003 voters approved a bond issue of $4,395,000 for the construction of 
sewer and infrastructure work in the North Swanzey area. 


Underwood Engineers has completed the design of the project and it is expected to go to bid 
in February 2004, with construction beginning in the spring of 2004. This project is 
expected to be completed in two years. 


The Commission recently completed an extension of the sewer line on West Street to solve a 
recurring residential septic failure problem. 


The Haley Heights project will initially add 30 new users to the West Swanzey Treatment 
Plan, with 60 more to follow when the housing project is completed. 


The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) is scheduled to issue a new discharge permit 
early in 2004 for the West Swanzey Treatment Plant. The requirements for the new permit 
have not yet been issued by the EPA.

contribute $16,000.00 to the cost of home care and $3,173.00 for the Meals-On-Wheels 
Program for Swanzey residents. 


For 2004, we request an appropriation for $16,000.00 to continue home care services for 


residents and $6,187.00 for the Meals-On-Wheels Program. Thank you for your 
consideration.

The Health Department is responsible for monitoring both drinking and swimming water at 
several locations, inspections of foster homes, day care and preschool facilities, investigation 
of housing complaints, septic system inspections, assistance in lead paint inspections and 
miscellaneous public health complaint investigations.

MINUTES OF ANNUAL MEETING 2003 

The annual meeting of the North Swanzey Water and Fire Precinct was duly called 
and held at the Swanzey Town Hall on March 18, 2003 at 7:00 o'clock in the evening. 

The meeting was called to order by Mark Lawrence, Moderator. Mr. Lawrence read 
the warrant for the meeting and the return of the posting thereon. There was a total of 19 
Precinct members present including the Commissioners, Moderator and 
Secretary /Treasurer. 

On motion duly made and seconded, it was voted to bring Article 2 forward due to 
the fact that it required a 2/3 ballot vote and one hour’s time for the Polls to remain open. 

Article 2. The Precinct unanimously voted, with all 19 ballots cast, to raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed $750,000 for the purpose of preparing plans and 
specifications, land acquisitions and/or easements, and for the construction of water 
distribution system improvements and related project expenses located in the Wilson Pond 
Area of North Swanzey, and to authorize the issuance of not more than $750,000 of bonds 
or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, NH RSA 33:1 et 
seq., as amended; and to authorize the Commissioners to issue and negotiate such bonds or 
notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon as shall be in the best interest of the 
Precinct including use of the State Revolving Loan Fund (SRF) RSA 486:14 established for 
this purpose and/or USDA Office of Rural Development, if desired and to authorize the 
Commissioners to apply for, and obtain and accept Federal, State or other grants or aid, if 
any, which may be available for said project and to comply with all laws applicable to said 
Project, and to pass any vote thereto. 

Article 1. The following officers were elected: 


Water Commissioner - 3 years Robert A. Beauregard 
Water Commissioner - 2 years Fred R. Pitcher 
Secretary /Treasurer - 3 years Sally A. Stowell 
Moderator - 1 year Mark Lawrence 


Article 3. On motion duly made and seconded, it was voted to amend this article o 
read “the sum of $173,500”. The Precinct voted to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$173,500 to defray expenses incidental to the business of the Precinct. 

Article 4. The Precinct voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $28,337 to be 
placed in the Capital Reserve Fund for water lines. 

Article 5. The Precinct voted to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 to be 
placed in the Capital Reserve Fund for equipment. 

Article 6. Subjects discussed included sewer lines on Matthews Road; a study of 
lines and how long they last; Wilson Pond project is the most important one for now; 
Longwood Drive and area will come in the future; replacement of pipes on Route 32 and 12 
will be done when the state does their work; septic system replacements in areas such as 
North Pine Street and Grove Street. 

At 7:50 p.m. the meeting was recessed until 8:20 p.m. to allow for the hour required 
to keep the polls open for the ballot vote on Article 2. At 8:20 p.m. there being no further 
business to come before the meeting, on a motion duly made and seconded, it was 
unanimously voted to adjourn.

Board of Selectmen and Police Chief as agents to expend the fund, or take any 
action thereon. (Recommended by Selectmen - 2/3 vote required)

In addition to other requirements of RSA 72:39, to qualify, taxpayers must have a 
net income of not more than $ 18,400 if single, or if married a combined net 
income of not more than $ 26,400, and own assets not in excess of $ 35,000, 
excluding the value of a person’s residence, or take any action thereon. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to waive or reduce, for a period of 5 years 
running concurrently with licenses to be issued by NH Department of 
Environmental Services, the 500’ buffer distance between septage lagoons and 
land utilized for the disposal of treated septage solids located off of Whitcomb 
Road which are within 500’ of town land acquired from Florence Belding (Tax 
Map 32 Lot 2-3) and Swanzey Conservation Commission land (Tax Map 33 Lot 
19) to allow their continued operation, or take any action thereon. 


Article 19: To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting, or take any action thereon.

We have audited the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Swanzey, New 
Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 2003, and have issued our report thereon dated 
February 5, 2004. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable 
assurance about whether the general purpose financial statements are free of material misstatement. 


The management of the Town of Swanzey, New Hampshire is responsible for establishing and 
maintaining an internal control structure. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates and judgments by 
management are required to assess the expected benefits and related costs of internal control structure 
policies and procedures. The objectives of an internal control structure are to provide management with 
reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or 
disposition, and that transactions are executed in accordance with management's authorization and 
recorded properly to permit the preparation of general purpose financial statements in accordance with 
accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. Because of inherent 
limitations in any internal control structure, errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be 
detected. Also, projection of any evaluation of the structure to future periods is subject to the risk that 
procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions or that the effectiveness of the 
design and operation of policies and procedures may deteriorate. 


In planning and performing our audit of the general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Swanzey, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 2003, we obtained an understanding of the 
internal control structure. With respect to the internal control structure, we obtained an understanding of 
the design of relevant policies and procedures and whether they have been placed in operation, and we 
assessed control risk in order to determine our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing our 
Opinion on the general purpose financial statements and not to provide an opinion on the internal control 
structure. Accordingly, we do not express such an opinion. 


Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all matters in 
the internal control structure that might be material weaknesses under standards established by the 
American Institute of Certified Public Accountants. A material weakness is a condition in which the 
design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a 
relatively low level the risk that errors and irregularities in amounts that would be material in relation to

the general purpose financial statements being audited may occur and not be detected within a timely 
period by employees in the normal course of performing their assigned functions. We noted no matters 
involving the internal control structure and its operation that we consider to be material weaknesses as 
defined above. 


However, we noted certain matters involving the internal control structure and its operation that 
we have reported to the management of the Town of Swanzey, New Hampshire in a separate letter dated 
February 5, 2004. 


This report is intended for the information of management and the Board of Selectmen. 
However, this report is a matter of public record, and its distribution is not limited.

CARPENTER HOME 


The Carpenter Home is an Assisted Living Facility for the Elderly located on Simeneau Lane on 230 
acres in Swanzey across from Town Hall and the Monadnock Regional High School. Lucy Carpenter 
left the homestead in Swanzey, together with land in Westmoreland and a sizeable restricted 
endowment, to the Town of Swanzey. The Home provides assisted living services, in a comfortable 
rural setting, to both private pay and Medicaid recipients. 


The Home’s license has been expanded allowing care for up to 16 residents. Comfortably, up to 13 
residents can be served and occupancy over the past year has been as high as 14. Currently, 11 
residents are at the Home. Inquiries by prospective residents and their families should be directed to 
the Home’s Administrator. Information regarding services, programs and availability can be 
obtained by contacting the Carpenter Home. The Administrator and staff welcome those interested 
to call and schedule a tour. 


In 2003, the Selectmen continued building on the progress they had made the prior year with the 
maintenance of the facility. Sprinkler system and emergency power system updates required by 
Department of Health and Human Services were completed. James Beeler, the previous 
administrator, was instrumental in obtaining donations of many needed items from other facilities, 
organizations and individuals, including a refrigerator, washer and dryer, chairs and pulse oximeter. 


In the spring Selectmen solicited proposals culminating in preparation of a forest management plan 
for the Carpenter Home properties in Swanzey and Westmoreland. Goals within the plan include 
improving recreation and fire access, and wildlife habitat. In addition, the plan sets forth silviculture 
recommendations to both improve and manage the property for support of the Home. A timber 
harvest for a portion of the homestead property was initiated. 


During 2003, the residents enjoyed the company of town employees by hosting the 2™¢ annual 
Employee Picnic. In addition, they exchanged Valentines, had a Halloween party and were visited by 
Santa during their holiday party. The residents look forward to weekly visits from the special 
education students from Monadnock Regional High School. The students have been very good to the 
residents donating Christmas wreaths for the house and poinsettia plants for each resident this 
holiday season. Some of the Home’s residents also participate in day programs at the Castle Center 
in Keene. 


The Town was awarded a grant of approximately $9,000 from the Endowment for Health to address 
issues of economic, social and geographic barriers in accessing health care services in Swanzey. 
Steven Guerriero, Ph.D., facilitated six meetings, bringing together more than 50 participants from a 
wide range of social service agencies, key stakeholders and residents of Swanzey. As a result of these 
meetings, several recommendations were made for future investigation and action. The Town would 
like to acknowledge the efforts of former Administrator James Beeler and Town Planner Sara 
Carbonneau in securing and implementing this grant. 


We continue to review our daily operations, programs and facility with the goal of enhancing the 
quality of our resident’s daily life. For the coming year we have implemented an activities program 
including, exercise, crafts, gardening, games and more. A beautician comes to the home on a 
monthly basis and gives haircuts to the residents. We are working towards establishing a volunteer 
program and currently have a volunteer, Robin Snow, who comes in every week to do manicures for 
all the ladies or lead residents in card or board games. The residents and staff greatly appreciate all 
of Robin’s efforts. We welcome anyone who would like to come in and volunteer. Some of the Home’s 
residents are active seniors who would very much appreciate someone who could occasionally 
provide transportation to activities in the community. If you are interested in volunteering or helping 
in other ways, please call me at 352-2269.

This committee has provided input for the new Mill K property being developed as a trail head for 
snowmobiles, canoeists and bicyclists, who want to take advantage of the Ashuelot branch of the rail 
trail at the Keene — Swanzey town line. 

The committee has a membership of 14 Swanzey residents (bicyclists, pedestrians, hikers and 
horseback riders) who are very enthusiastic about the goals of this committee and are working hard 
to make Swanzey a bicycle and pedestrian friendly community.

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SWANZEY CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
2003 


The Swanzey Conservation Commission (SCC) consists of nine volunteers who are committed to the 
purpose of the Commission, which is “for the proper utilization and protection of the natural 
resources” of the Town. The SCC meets regularly on the second Tuesday of every month and 
members also may attend meetings of the Land Use Boards. The SCC is attentive to site plan 
applications, particularly those which involve wetlands, and conducted numerous site visits to 
properties in Swanzey that were targeted for development this year. An important function of the 
SCC is to review applications for permits to perform work in or near wetlands and to comment to the 
NH Department of Environmental Services (NH Wetlands Bureau). The environmental impacts of 
proposed projects that involve surface water, groundwater, forests and other natural assets are 
usually reviewed by the SCC. 


The SCC is a member of the NH Association of Conservation Commissions and works with the NH 
Office of State Planning to monitor properties in town that are protected by conservation easements 
and the Land Conservation Investment Program (LCIP). These properties include the Town Forest on 
Mt. Cresson, the Muster Field in West Swanzey, and the Swanzey Lake Dam area. The LCIP 
conservation easement on Honey Hill is also monitored by the SCC and the public is encouraged to 
hike its lovely trail system and use the map and trail guide that is available at Town Hall. The SCC 
is involved in the California Brook Natural Area Group, a collaboration of conservation interests from 
Swanzey, Keene and Chesterfield with the goal to establish a continuous trail system and preserve 
within that watershed. Two SCC members are also members of the Ashuelot River Local Advisory 
Committee (ARLAC). One SCC member attends meetings of the Southwest Regional Planning 
Commission’s Natural Resources Committee. 


Another SCC member joined the Swanzey Open Space Committee that was formed this year. The 
Open Space Committee is the outcome of a grant that the SCC applied for in 2003, the Open Space 
Plan Pilot Project, that was sponsored by the Southwest Regional Planning Commission and the 
Monadnock Conservancy. With the assistance of those organizations, as well as participation by 
town residents and members of the Swanzey town government, a plan for conservation of open space 
is being developed. Townspeople were encouraged to provide their input about open areas in town 
they value at the Old Home Day event in July. Many residents filled out the questionnaire and 
received a “Swanzey Rural Character” button. There was also a public forum in September. The 
public will have additional opportunities to comment about the plan at a public hearing in the 
future. 


The SCC donated time to provide activities for the children at the Swanzey Lake Recreation Camp 
which included conservation-related presentations about animals, Native Americans, and native 
plants. Members maintain duck boxes in Ice Pond, and since the bluebird houses that used to be on 
the Muster Field had disappeared, the SCC constructed 4 new houses and installed them at the 
Belding field on Route 32. The SCC awarded a Senior Scholarship for environmental studies to a 
Swanzey student at Monadnock Regional High School and sponsored a campership which enabled a 
Swanzey girl to attend a state 4-H Recreation/Conservation Camp. The SCC also sponsored its 
annual Ashuelot River canoe trip in May, which was well attended, and the public is always invited 
to enjoy. 


Most of the SCC’s activities involve efforts to uphold town and state regulations that protect 
wetlands. The SCC worked with several Swanzey landowners in 2003 to advise and assist their 
efforts to obtain necessary state wetlands permits to undertake regulated activities on their 
properties. The SCC has produced several brochures and handouts that are available at Town Hall 


that include information about wetlands regulations, groundwater protection, and MtBE 
contamination. 
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The SCC wishes to thank Rick Toye and his Boy Scout Troop for the fine trail maintenance work that 
they did at the Honey Hill Conservation Area in October. They cleared blown down obstructions, re- 

marked the trail, and repaired bridges and walkways. Their efforts will enable the public to continue 
to enjoy this special property. 


In an effort to assist shoreland property owners to meet compliance with State of New Hampshire 
regulations in 2002 the SCC mailed notices to all shoreland property owners (Swanzey Lake and 
Wilson Pond) with information about state regulations and permit procedures pertaining to 
shoreland structures such as docks. The SCC thanks the many shoreland residents who responded 
to this effort to insure compliance with the state laws and filed applications for permits, notifications, 
or grandfathered dock certifications. We wish to remind those owners of shoreline structures who 
have not responded that seasonal docks should not be installed this spring unless the property 
owner has obtained either a standard wetlands permit or filed a seasonal dock notification with DES. 
Applications are available at the Town Hall. 


The SCC again requests that the voters of Swanzey to appropriate $3,000 to the Conservation Capital 
Reserve Fund for future acquisitions of conservation easements or land. The pressures of 
commercial and residential development in areas of Swanzey emphasize the importance of preserving 
available open space so that future residents may enjoy our natural habitats as well. The SCC 
encourages the people of Swanzey to take advantage of our fine Recycling Center facility and to 
participate in the Household Hazardous Waste collections.

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ASHUELOT RIVER LOCAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
2003 


The Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee (ARLAC) was established in 1994, one year after the 
Ashuelot River was enrolled into the State Rivers Management and Protection Program. Members are 
nominated by local municipal officials and have been educated in a broad array of issues associated 
with the river and its watershed. It is the hope of the Committee to be a resource that works well 
between the interests and concerns of the citizens in the watershed and state authorities. 


The volunteer river water quality monitoring program, in conjunction with NHDES Volunteer River 
Assessment Program (VRAP), continued this year for its third season. ARLAC members, working 
with community volunteers, participated in a spring training session, leading into a five month effort 
of sampling once per month from May through September. Again, analyses were done for E.coli, 
temperature, pH, total phosphorus, dissolved oxygen (DO), turbidity, and conductivity (with the City 
of Keene donating lab services for E. coli). Copper and chloride sampling were not repeated this year 
due to low levels found in the previous year. Phosphorus testing, analyzed by the state lab, was 
funded this year by the W.S. Badger Co. of Gilsum and a grant funded by the Connecticut River Joint 
Commission enabled us to use our own water quality monitoring equipment helping to ensure 
consistency in data. Again this year, Donna Hanscom of the Keene Wastewater Treatment Facility 
treated ARLAC and monitor volunteers to a summary presentation of the sampling results. 
Continued monitoring and public education will keep the Ashuelot River a vital community resource 
that it is today. 


A regular task for the committee is to review and comment on state permit applications within the 
river corridor that may have potential impacts on the river. This year we submitted comments on 
projects proposed in Washington, Marlow, Gilsum, Keene, Swanzey, Winchester, and Hinsdale. 


The Committee also submitted comments regarding SB-87; a state bill that may allow the spreading 
of septage, biosolids, and shortpaper fiber within 250 foot buffer currently afforded to protected 
rivers. ARLAC believes prohibition within the 250 foot buffer should be maintained. 


This past year we saw the state put together final criteria regarding the removal of dams. Since 
2001, two dams have been removed along the Ashuelot and with the possibility of two more removals 
in upcoming years, communities will better understand the importance of their removal while 
keeping environmental, cultural, and historical impacts in mind. 


The committee meets each month on the third Tuesday evening in the Keene Public Library. The 


local advisory committee invites citizens and town officials to contact their local ARLAC 
representatives or the Southwest Region Planning Commission for more information.

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OPEN SPACE COMMITTEE 
2003 


The Swanzey residents value the Town’s rural character and emphatically want to see it protected 
according to a survey conducted in Swanzey in 2001 by the Master Plan Update Committee. Under 
the auspices of the Swanzey Planning Board the Open Space Committee is working to accomplish 
that goal. 


The Committee began meeting in early 2003. Early work included identifying undeveloped areas in 
town that included wooded hillsides, open fields, and river corridors which define Swanzey’s rural 
character. Members evaluated what it is that makes those areas so important and worked to set 
priorities for their protection. Eventually, the committee will recommend ways to protect Swanzey’s 
special places. These options may include conservation easements, land donations, purchases by 
the Town, and possibly amendments to the Town ordinances. 


Swanzey was awarded a grant from the Monadnock Conservancy and Southwest Region Planning 
Commission for the project which allows those agencies to support this local effort to plan for land 
conservation. Our project will serve as a model for other communities in the Monadnock Region. 


In exchange for your thoughts, ideas, and opinions about important undeveloped areas in town and 
about maintaining Swanzey’s rural character, the Committee offers a highly coveted, limited edition 
button designed by artist Deb Crowder.

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2003 TOWN MEETING MINUTES 
Town of Swanzey 
State of New Hampshire 


The Polls opened at 3:00 p.m. and closed at 8:00 p.m. The polling area for questions to be 
decided by official ballot was located in the cafeteria of the Monadnock Regional High School. 
The Town Business Meeting was held in the Monadnock Regional High School Gym. 


Moderator Gus Lerandeau called the meeting to order at 7:00 P.M. and then delayed the beginning of 
the meeting for a period of 20 minutes to allow the voters in line to cast their ballots and arrive in the 
meeting room. He then called the meeting to order again at 7:20 P.M. 


Moderator Lerandeau called Brian Toye to the front of the room to lead us in the Pledge of Allegiance. 
Moderator Lerandeau informed the audience that Brian is an Eagle Scout, and a Sophomore at 
MRHS and on the High Honor Roll. His father is currently deployed in support of “Enduring 
Freedom” with the 833"4 Medical Unit. 


Moderator Lerandeau then recognized Selectman Charles Beauregard who asked for a moment of 
silence for those people, with ties to the Swanzey community, who were killed or injured in plane 
crashes in the past year. He named George & Julia Coyle, Steve & Julia Gruver and their daughters 
Amanda, Sara & Elizabeth who were killed in a plane crash on September 2, 2002. He also 
mentioned Wesley “Jim” Liebeler who was killed September 25 in a small plane crash at Lake 
Winnipesaukee with Alan Emerson. Jim, who owned several multi-family properties in the west 
village, had been a fixture in town contributing to town politics even though he did not reside here. 
Selectman Beauregard then mentioned Swanzey residents Ron & Tayne Ferris and their sons, Kyle 
and Shawn who died Sunday, March 2 when their plane crashed in the forest of southwestern 
Massachusetts en-route to the Dillant Hopkins Airport in Swanzey. Surviving the plane crash were 
their sons Tyler, Jordan and Ryan Ferris. 


Next Moderator Lerandeau called Fire Chief Lee Dunham and Police Chief Richard Busick to the 
podium. Chief Dunham honored Jeanne Nickerson, owner of the Swanzey Diner, for opening up the 
restaurant for use as a command post at the time of the plane crash on September 2, 2002. Chief 
Dunham stated that she not only opened the restaurant to police, fire and emergency workers, but 
she fed them all and this was on her day off and on a holiday. Chief Dunham said, “for that I can’t 
thank her enough”. He then presented her with a plaque for an “Outstanding Citizen” award. The 
plaque read “this plaque is presented to Jeanne Nickerson for her contributions to Emergency 
Service Workers on September 2, 2002”. 


Selectman Charles Beauregard then came to the podium to announce the Dedication of the Town 
Report to Roger Conway, Swanzey Town Treasurer. The dedication reads as follows: “This 
dedication is in recognition of numerous contributions made to his Town and Region including 
service as Town and County Treasurer, Trustee of the Carpenter Home, election worker, parade 
organizer and firefighter”. Selectman Beauregard called Roger and his wife, Fran, to the front where 
he thanked Roger and presented Fran with a bouquet of flowers. 


Next Selectman Robert Beauregard called Richard Scaramelli to the front where he stated the 
following: I can give first hand testimony to the service rendered to the Town of Swanzey by Richard 
Scaramelli as Chairman of the Master Plan Study Committee. 


For over two years the Study Committee met nearly every other week to develop recommendations on 
updating the Town’s Master Plan. Thanks to Richard’s perseverance in formulating, editing, and 

compiling of many Committee members’ inputs, as well as his own. Recommendations to the Town’s

Delete Section IV.A.1.i. in its entirety and replace with Section IV.A.2.1. as follows: 
“The following recreation uses conducted as a business or by a private club or organization, whether 
they are conducted indoors or outdoors, are permitted after the issuance of a Special Exception by 
the Board of Adjustment: 

Summer camp 

Golf course/country club 

Campground 

Riding stables/riding trails/riding ring 

Petting zoo 

Farm recreation: sleigh rides, hayrides, farm demonstrations 

Nature-related recreational activity: nature centers 

Playing fields 

Cross-country ski trails 

Associated uses to any of the above uses including, but not limited to, snack-bar, 

pro-shop, etc. 


Construction of permanent facilities for racing, time trials or endurance events for cars, purpose- 
built race cars, OHRVs (off-highway recreational vehicles) or motorcycles is prohibited in the 
Rural/Agricultural Zoning District. Special events such as benefit mud bogs, ice drags, poker runs, 
etc. will be handled under the existing special event ordinance administered by the Board of 
Selectmen.”

Amendment No. 2. It was voted in favor of Amendment No. 2 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance: 


Amend Section V.A.2.a. (Village Business District) to read as follows: 

“Recreational facility conducted as a business only when such business activity is conducted 
indoors; daycare facility; gasoline service stations; repair garage or body shop; motor vehicle 
dealership; wholesale or manufacturing facility; vehicle wash facility;”

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Amendment No. 3 It was voted in favor of Amendment No. 3 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance: 


Amend Definition Section XIII to include the following definition: 


“Recreation Facility Conducted as a Business. Uses to include, but are not limited to, campground, 
summer camp, golf course, country club, athletic facilities, paintball facility, nature centers, etc.”

Amendment No. 4 It was voted in favor of Amendment No. 4 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance: 


Add Section III.X. as follows: 
“In all zones, the minimum lot size requirement must include contiguous land and must exclude 
land classified as wetlands or having steep slopes (25% or greater).” 


Amend Definition Section XIII to include the following definitions: 
“Slope is a percentage determined by dividing vertical distance (rise) by horizontal distance (run). 
Steep Slope is a slope of twenty-five percent (25%) or greater over any 100 foot segment prior to cut 
or fill.”

Article 3: It was voted by Yes/No ballot in favor of raising and appropriating a sum not to exceed 
$4,395,000 for the purpose of engineering services, land and/or easement acquisitions, construction 
of sewer collector and interceptor lines, force mains and pumping stations, road and drainage 
improvements as well as related project expenses associated with provision of municipal sewer 
service to the Wilson Pond /North Swanzey area, and to authorize the issuance of not more than 
$4,395,000 of bonds or notes in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act, N.H. 
R.S.A. 33:1 et seq., as amended; and to authorize the Selectmen to issue and negotiate such bonds 
or notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon as shall be in the best interest of the Town 
including the use of the State Revolving Loan Fund (SRF) RSA 486:14 established for this purpose 
and/or USDA Office of Rural Development, if desired, and to authorize the Selectmen to apply for, 
and obtain and accept Federal, State or other grants or aid which may be available for said Project 
and to comply with all laws applicable to said Project; and to pass any vote relating thereto. This 
article required a 2/3 ballot vote to pass. There were 265 ballots cast and 177 were required to 
pass. The voting went as follows:

Article 5: It was voted in favor of raising and appropriating the sum of $ 46,642 for the purpose of 
funding a full time police officer’s position, to replace one assigned to the NH Drug Task Force, and 
authorize the acceptance of Byrne Formula Grant and NH Drug Forfeiture funds to offset up to $ 
40,000 of the regular payroll, benefits and other costs incurred for the position. 


Article 6: It was voted by Yes/No ballot against raising and appropriating the sum of $ 36,340 for 
the purpose of funding a full time fire chief’s position (1/2 year). 


YES - 116 NO - 130 


Article 7: It was voted in favor of raising and appropriating the sum of $16,000 to expand the 
sidewalk network in the area of NH Route 32 in the vicinity of the Monadnock Regional High School, 
Swanzey Post Office and Neighbor’s Store. The Town has been awarded a grant by NHDOT to fund 
80% of the project’s cost estimated at $180,000. The Town’s share is $ 36,000. Of that, $ 20,000 
was raised toward the project in 2002.

Whereas, New Hampshire residents pay the 12th highest cost for insurance in the country 
(county); and 
Whereas, the cost of health insurance premiums for families has increased by 45% over the 
past three years; and 
Whereas, 100,000 New Hampshire residents have no health coverage and 77% of them have a 
full time worker at home; and 
Whereas, due to these rising costs almost half of New Hampshire’s small businesses cannot 
afford health coverage for their employees, therefore be it resolved that we, the citizens of 
Swanzey, New Hampshire, call on our elected officials from all levels of government and those 
seeking office, to work with consumers, businesses, and health care providers to ensure that; 
*Everyone, including the self-employed, unemployed, un- and underinsured, and small 
business owners, has access to an affordable basic health plan similar to what federal 
employees receive; 
*Everyone, including employers, consumers, and the state, local and federal government 
makes a responsible and fair contribution to finance the health care system; 
*Everyone receives high quality care that is cost efficient and medically effective; and 
*That these efforts help control the skyrocketing cost of health care.
